MR. T. HEALY’S LIBEL ACTION. 

The libel action brought by Mr. T. 
Healy, M.P., against the y A 
Journal was rosumed on Wednesday 
before Lord Justice anda special 
jury at Limerick. The learned judgo 
at the sitting of the court refused to 
direct for the plaintiff that the plea of 
fair comment was not proved in evi- 
dence, and Mr. Sullivan, Q.C., ad- 
dressed the jury for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Laughlin, Q.C., replied for the 
deiendants.—The latter said the 
mm case was the result of a row 

tween two barristers, Mr. T. Har- 
rington, M.P.,and the pleintiff, and 
two newspapers, and it was sought to 
xaise that row into the lofty elevation 
of a great state trial. Mr. Sullivan 
had been anxious to show that Mr. 
Healy, as plaintiff in this case, was 
not himself at all. Counsel thought 
that Mr. Healy, as No. 1, was a patriot; 
as No. 2, a politician ; No. 3, an orator; 
No. 4, a lawyer; No. 5, a barrister ; and 
No. 6, a member of Parliament. But 
it appeared that Mr. Healy came into 
court as nothing else than a barrister ; 
and though his life was in dancer 
and he was hooted through the streets 
of Dublin, and threatened with being 
stoned in front of his verandah, 
counsel was glad to see him present, 
alive and kicking ; though during the 
past ten years no man had given more 
abuso to every individual, man, 
woman, and child, that came within 
the reach of his flail.—In summing 
up the judge said it would be forthe 
jury to say if there was anything in 
what was proved or admitted bythe 
plaintiff suficient to stamp him with 
the character of & reckless and un- 
scrupulous slanderer, and thereby 
disentitle him to consideration from 
a jury.—The jury, after an absence 
of nearly two hours, returned into 
court, when the foreman announced 
that they had arrived at the conclusion 
that certain of the publications were 
libel; but they were unable to agree as 
to what damages should be awarded.— 
The judge directed them to retire and 
consider the matter, but eventual 7 he 
had to discharge them without 
agreeing to a verdict.

SION. The garments are dipped in 
b locks’ blood and well dried in a current 
of air. After this they are dressed with 
either two orthreo coats of raw linseod oil, to 
which a little gold size or litharge is added, 
in proportion of about one ounce to one pint 
of the oil. Each coat of this dressing should 
be allowed to dry thoroughly in a current of 
air, where neither sun nor rain can 
them, before the next coat is put on. Iam 
told that seamen's oilskins prepared in this 
way havostood for years. 


Iam askod by “Inquirer” for a “thick 
gum" that may be used for news; T 
wrappers, &c. “Tom P." and “Z. Y. Fe 
ask for a strong label gum. A very excellent 
label zum is made by dissolving one pound of 
good gum arabic in three pints of water. When 
quite cold, add a tablespoonful of glycerine 
and two ounces of honey to prevent cracking 
and curling when dry. Mix well, and strain 
through flannel, and apply to the labels with 
a sponge in preference to a brush. If you 
want the gum to keep, a few drops of vil of 
eloves will prevent it turning mouldy. 


“A. B." requests a recipe for making veal 
quenclles from raw veal. Take one pound of 
veal cutlet, remove the skin, and cut it into 
small pieces. Now put in astewpan a gill of 
water, a pinch of salt, and a smail piece of 
butter; when boiling stir in sufficient flour to 
make a paste, and when you have it smooth put 
it aside to wet cold ; then takehalf the quantity 
of butter you have of veal, and half the quan- 
tity of paste you have of butter Put the 
paste intoa mortar and pound it well, then 
add the butter and pound it with the paste, 
then add the veal and pound it well for at least 
ten minutes—the more you pound quenelles 
the more delicate they ure. Add one whole 
egg and three yolks of eggs, salt, pepper, and 
a littlo grated nutmeg. Work all well 
together, and pass through a wire sieve. If 
you have it, stir in half a gill of cream. Shape 
the quenelles with two tablespoons, and 

lace them in a well-buttered s.ute pan 
leaving y clear space on one side. Puta 
pinch of salt in that space, and pour in sufti- 
cient boiling water to cover the quenelles, 
and leave them to poach for ten minutes or a 
little longer ; then drain them carefully on a 
cloth, arrange them on a dish,and serve with 
rich gravy. 


To five applicants fora recipe for making 
German paste for birds I give the following 
mixture which I received from a very success- 
ful bird fancier. The basis is peameal, the 
amount according to the quantity you wish 
to make up; crush some hempseed in a coffee 
mill and add it to the peameal, and sprinkle 
a little maw seod over it.

A DOCTOR SENTENCED TO FIVE 
YEARS’ PENAL SERVITUDE. 


At the Central Criminal Court on the 4th, 
before Mr. Justice Charles, Caleb Charles 
Whitefoord, 56, surgeon, and Edwin Jones, 
43, chemist, were indicted for conspiring to 
oem an illegal operation upon Hilda 

mmet and Miriam Page.—Mr. Charies 
Mathews, for the prosecution, in stating 
the facts, said that in the month of 
April, this year, two domestic servants, 
named Hammet and Page, who were in 
the service of a Mrs. Oliver, at 3, Inver- 
ness-place, appear to have been in trouble. 
On the löth April thegirl Hammet went to 
the shop of the prisoner Jones, and requested 
treatment. Jones prescribed for her, and 
she paid 1s. 6d. for the medicine. Prisoner 
told her tocall again if the medicine had no 
effect ; and, accordingly, the medicine appar- 
ently having no effect, the girl returned to 
Jones, and, astho result of thatinterview, she 
went with a card to tho house of the prisoner 
Whitefoord, at 117, Albany-street nt's 
Park. On seeing the prisoner White! oord, 
he at once inquired if she had been sent by a 
chemist, and upon her replying in the afirma- 
tive, the prisoner took her into a room at the 
back of the shop. Having examined her, he 
told the girl what his treatment would be, and 
ve her a woek to consider. On the follow- 
ing Sunday, the girl Hammet accompanied by 
a fellow-servant, went to 117, Albany-street. 
Hammet told Whitefoord that she had de- 
cided to accept his treatment. She subse- 
quently paid him £5. After her second visit 
to the doctor the girl was seized with violent 
pains, and ultimately a miscarri took 
place.—Hilda Hammet went into the bor, 
and described what took place, and she was 
very Say ge as to cortain 
differences botween her evidence at the 
court and that given that day.—The case was 
adjourned until the 4th, when Mr. Justice 
Charles, in summing up the case, dealt brietly 
with the material points of the chi as they 
affected eithor prisoner.
